The total was 464 French tons In 1888 
and 469 tons ta 1908. In the yean 
Between It has been as high as 688 
tone. In 1900. 

Antwerp was unknown a* an Ivory 
market 20 years ago. but now sur- 
passes London, in the al/.e of Its trade, 
•jwing to the opening of the Congo 
.region. 

Occasionally tusks are found weigh- 
i«ig lfiO pounds, but one of 50 pounds 
«s considered a nne specimen. The law
